Spearmint a Cheaply Bought Yearling, but One of 
tile Best Derby Winners. 



In tile Soptcinber of 1904 a consignniout of year- 
lings mimheriiig nine were sent from the famous 
Sledtnerc Stud to the annual sales at Doncaster. 
These nine yearlings in tlie aggregate realized a 
Slim approacliiug 11,090 guineas. One of the buteli 
was a e<dt li.v Carliiiie out of a Minting mare, ap- 
propriately iiiiiiKsl Alaid of tlie .Mint. 'I'liis eolt 
did not greatly appeal to laiyers. lail eventiially a 
tiid of .’!oo guineas was fiiitln-omiiig from Alaior 
l-.nstace Lodcr, at which figure tlic liamimT came 
down. 

.Major l.ixlcr was .admittedly <aic of fortune’s 
favorites— to such a degree, indeed, that liis friends 
s|Mikc of liim as "I-iicky l.oder.” Had liis luck !m‘- 
giiii and I mied wilji the purchase of tills t'arliiiic 
colt tile ccigiioiiien would liavc liceii justified, tint he 
liad likewise owned Pretty Polly. The major had 
taken quite a fancy to this Sledmere youngster 
and had it been necessary lie would have gone macli 
higher tliiin tin* 300 guineas aforesaid. But no 
one made it necessary and it thus liaiqiened that he 
secured one of the greatest haigaiiis iiiiiigiiiable. 

If tlie eolt did not attract mneh attention at 
Doncaster, lie was destined to make considerable 
history at Ejisoni less than two years later. The son 
of Cai'idne was sent to f’lareliaveii to he trained 
with tlie remainder of .Major Ixaler’s horses and was 
duly given tlie name of Siiearmint. His earl.v days 
at Newmarket were marked Iiy a severe attack of 
fever, wliicli lasted some months, and it says a great 
deal for ids constitution tliat he mado a eoiniilete 
recovery from an illness that would have incapaci- 
tated the inajorit.v of anitnals. 

Spearmint, made ids debut at tlie I.iiigfield Sum- 
mer uieetiiig of 1905. iieiiig <me of ten eontestiuits 
for tlie tlreut Foal Plate, for wliicli race lie started 
favorite. Tlicj- were a jirett.v pisir hit, and Spear- 
mint justified his favoritism, tlmiigh it was only liy 
a head that lie aecoiinted for Succory, wliicli silhse- 

queiitly won a Newliiiry Spring Cap, and dropptsl 

dead a .year later, after taking part in tlie same 

event. S|iearmint’s next appearance was in the 

l’hiini|)ioii Breeders’ Foal Stakes, at Derliy, in Kep- 
teiiilier. lint on this omaision lie was easily heatoii liy 
Black .Arrow, wliiidi laid iirevionsly refused to start 
at Goodwisid, wlieii 101) to 7 was laid on liim. His 
final essay was in tlie Bielimcnd Nursery Handicap 
at tlie Newimii'ket Houghton meeting. In tills he 
carried top weiglit and liiiislied foiiitli to Fariisl. 
owned ii.v tlie Him. AV. K. Wyndhiim, one of tlie 
many spoilsmen wliose lives liave tieeii given in Die 
service of their country in tlie course of the present 
war. 

Spearmint’s first engagement as a tlirec-year old 
was in Da* Deiliy. for wliicli Gilpin lield an excep- 
lioiially strong liaiid. It is true tliat Adniiralile 
Ci'iclitoii. which had won two of Ids four rjuo's ns 
a juvenile, liad perfoniicd iiKMleralely in Die Two 
Tlionsand; hut the slalde still slieltered Flair, which 
as a tw i-.Vear-old had won Die Imperial Piodliee 
Plate at Kemploii Park, the Alidille Park I’liite ami 
the Free Handicii|i (with I2i: poiimls in Die saddle), 
and wliicli cantered away witli Die One Tlionsand in 
tile early days of IttlKi. 

Flair, wliicli was a daiiglitcr of St. I'riisqnin nii.l 
Glare, was to lie Die I'lareliaveii candidate for the 
Derliy, widcli, moreover, slie was tnlly cxpis-tisl to 
win. wliile Siieiiriidiit was to he reserved fur Ids en- 
gagement ill the •Grand Prix de I’aris. I iifortiinately . 
ttiis plan of caiii|Kiigii was upset liy the lireakdown 
of Flair sliorlly after her Newmarket triunipli. It 
was then decided tliat Speanniiit sliciild take her 
place. His trainer galloped the colt with Hammor- 
kop and I’retty Polly and so<iii arrived at the eon- 
cliislon that tliongli Flair liad heeoiiie a iiegligilde 
quantity there was still hope of winning the Derliy. 
There were others wlio thought likewise and the 
I>riee of .Spearmint gradually shortened until lie 
liecame one of the leading division in the daily list 
of quotations. 

As the day drew nearer the confidence of those 
associated with Alajor Loder’s colt increased, thoii'gii 
the wiseacres felt disinelimsl to believe Dint a stable 
slionld he aide to supply an efficient sniistitnte for 
tlie liiilliant Flair. Spearmint imvertlieless re- 
tained a pi-jinineut imsition in the market, albeit 
the actual favorite was Lally. owned liy Air, AV. B. 
Pnrefoy. Rally had carried of! the Newmarket 
Stakes after a desperate race with Alalna. with 
Gorgos. wliicli laid won Die Two Thousand for Air. 
Arthur James, tliird. tlie official verdict lieing ".short 
licad; licad.” When tlie horses faced tlio starter 
at Eiisoni, Lally was quoted at 4 to 1 against. 
.Spearmint Iving second in demand at t! to 1. with 
Saucy— second in the Two Thousand — and Alaliia 
tiotli on tile 8 to 1 murk.

Horses and Incidents Conspicuous in the Record of 
the Liverpool Grand National. 



Wore it possible to canvass the seneral body of 
those vvlio take an interest in racing:, a greater 
number than might be supposed would probably l>o 
found to give preference to cross-country sport to 
that on the flat, despite the fact tliat jumping 
takes place for a considerable period in weather 
tliat is at the best uncertain and often inclement. 

It is, of course, not actively participated in by so 
large a Iwaly as follow tlie fortunes of racing under 
.IcK-key flub rules, but interc'st may be' just as keen 
and genuine in the one case as in the other, and 
it can safely be said that it culminates in connec- 
tion with the Grand National. In every rc'spect that 
steei)lechase is the greatest and most important in 
the world. The course over which it is decided has 
no e<iual for trying the capabilities of the best of 
’chasers, and to have won the big race at Liverpool 
in almost any circumstances is evidence of the 
possession of the gift of staying and jumping abil- 
ity. Like the Derby, the winning of it is a much 
coveted distinction, and horses have been, at vari- 
ous times, sent from the antipodes, from America 
and fnim France to compete in it — to say nothing 
of Ireland, which country has played quite a dis- 
tinguished part in its history. 

Going for its institution as far back as 1839 — 
though it was not until 1843 that it bt'came a 
handicap — the race has a record as long as most, 
and, like those of old establishment, has experi- 
enced vicissitudes in various directions. The dis- 
tance was slightly altered at one time, without, 
however, detracting from its value as a high 
steeplechasing test, and, though occasionally a horse 
of comparatively moderate class has been success- 
ful, its list of winners shows a fine array of 
great cross-eountr.v performers, many of which 
were the property of well-ktiown staunch upholders 
of the sport. As in the (luestion of the best thor 
oughbred the llritish turf has ever produced, or 
as to the order of merit of the winners of the 
“triple crown,” the point occasionally raised as 
to the iH'st winner of the Grand National is not 
susceptible of jmsitive solution. There have been 
extra good ones at various periods, and some of 
them won twice, but it may be taken for granted 
that not man.v have iH'eii Ix'tter than Cloister, 
whose victor.v in 1893 was a most brilliant affair. 
He won by no less than fort.v lengths under 1' 
pounds, thereby establishing a record that has 
not iM'cn iK'atcn, though it was subsequently 
*'<iuallcd by Manifesto and Jerry M. He would 
in all probability have won again under the same 
weight in 1894, but caught a chill a little while 
before the race and did not see the post, though 
as little as G to 4 — surely the shortest price ever 
quoted for a “National” horse — had been taken 
about him. Allotted 18.'> pounds the following year, 
he broke down badly, being again unable to run, 
and the course over which he had won and Ix'en 
second to Come Away in 1891 and to Father 
O’Flynn in 1892 knew him no more, for he was 
turned out of training, and eventually shot in 
1903. 

Cloister’s owner, though then racing as “Mr. C. 
G. Duff,” was, as is now well known, the late 
Sir C. Assheton-Smith, a lavish patron of steeple- 
chasing, who spared no expense in the purchase of 
likely horses for jumping and among others he 
bought was Jerry M. Hy a curious coincidence he 
was destined to bring to his owner the Cross-Coun- 
try nine Riband for the second time — after he had 
for a iK-riod retired from the sjmrt — and, like Clois- 
ter, Jerry M. was also the victim of circumstances. 
A successful five-year-old eareer pointed to Aintree 
lK)ssibilities, but he was easily bc'aten for the Grand 
National of 1910, and the following year had 176 
pounds in the handicap. To the general disappoint- 
ment he was struck out eleven days before the race 
and it was left for 1912 to see him pass the jmst 
first. This he did with 175 pounds up, and though 
he did not win by such a wide margin as Cloister 
the performance was enough to stamp him as a 
’chaser of the best class. That was his last ap- 
pearance on the race course, for the next year, when 
handicapped at 178 pounds, he did not accept, and 
the race went to his stable companion. Covert 
Coat. Jerry M. can fairly be ranked among the 
top-saw.vers, for in addition to his fine record in 
this country, he had successes to his credit in 
France. 

Manifesto, the other horse to win the National 
with 175 pounds up, was one of the most popular 
of cross-countrt.v performers and stands on an even 
higher pedestal than Cloister and Jerry M. b.v vir- 
tue of having scored twice. His record in connection 
with the Grand National is unhiue and whenever he 
ran he never failed of public support. He seemed 
to make the course his own and competed in the 
great steeplechase on no fewer than eight occasions 
• — a iwrformance not eiiualled by any other winner 
or loser of the race. On his first essay, in 1895, 
he was fourth (carrying 15G pounds) to Wild Man 
from Romeo; fell in 1896; won (under 157 imunds) 
in 1897. iM'ing tlien nine years old; won again in 
1899 (witli 175 pounds in the saddle) ; was third 
(weigiit 181 pounds) to Ambush II. in 19(KI; third 
(176 jxiunds) to Shannon laiss in 1902; third (171 
jioiir.ds) to Drumcree in 1903; and ninth (169 pounds) 
to Moiffaa in 1964. In the course of his racing 
service, which extended over twelve years, he won 
eight events and lost twenty-seven, last ran at 
l.iveriMKjl (in the Valentine Steeplechase) in Novem- 
iH-r. 1!M)4, and died, when seventeen years old, the 
ftdlowiug year. His was a truly remarkable and, it 
may be ,-idded, honorable eareer, and one not excell- 
ed by any ’chaser. 

The only other horses to win the race twice were 
The Colonel and The Lamb, of which the former 
was successful in 1869 and 1870 and The Lamb in 
1868 and 1871. The Lamb, though a somewhat 
small horse, was little and g<H>d, and the pair 
can IM! bracketed as among the l>est in the gallery 
of Grand National winners, though in the matter of 
weight carried neither ap)>ro:iehes the 175 pounds of 
Cloister, Manifesto and Jerry M. No iuiamsiderable 
pn)))ortion of the winners of the race have hailed 
from the Emerald Isle, and they have often been 
ridden by Irish horsemen. Among them are The 

I. ,amb, Liberator, Empre.ss. WoodhrtMik, Seaman, 
Come Away, Cloister, Wild Man from Romeo, Jlani- 
festo, Droglieda, Ambush H., Drumcree and Jerry 
M., and not many of them brought more joy to the 
hearts of the Irishmen than did Wild Man from 
Romeo in 1895. The shout that went up from 
Aintree when he passed the ))ost first could almost 
have l>ctn heard on the other side of St. George’s 
channel, and the jubilation was the greatest from 
the f.-iet that he was steered by a iM)pular rider 
in Mr. “Joe” Widger. The Royal House has been 
once concerned witli victory in the “National.” and 
its records are made illustrious b.v that of Ambush 

II. in 19(K). It will be remembered that our late 
king, Edward VH. (then I’rince of Wales), honored 
with his patronage cross-country sport as well as 
tliat on tlie flat, and an attmept had been made 
with Magic to V'in the Grand National under the 
roj'al colors the previous year. Rut he gave a poor 
show, and when the situation was redeemed b.v Am- 
bush II., the enthusiasm on the course knew no 
lK>unds, and the scene will never be forgotten b.v th.ose 
who witnessed it. Allusion is made above to the fre 
qiieney with which Manifesto competed for the 
(ir.'ind National, but he is run very close by Fri- 
gate, which took part in the race on seven occa- 
sions. The mare ran five times before she secured 
the judge’s verdict in 1889, having, as a six- 
year-old. been second to Volui'tuary in 1884, second 
to Roquefort in 1885, fell in 1886, was unplaced in 
1887, and in 1888 was second to Playfair, after 
meeting with bad luck in the contest, and being 
carried out of the course through the swerving of 
one of the competitors. Thus it was a case of per- 
severance rewarded, and her success was the more 
aiipreciated since she was well backed when she 
won. 

Tliongh at one time the great race was open to 
four-year-olds, a horse of that age has not run 
for it since 1884, when Terrier was in the field, 
and most of the winners have Ix'en of i-onsider- 
ahle maturity, the oldest to win Ix'ing Why Not, 
who was thirteen years old in 1894, the season 
of his success. The five-year-olds to earn brackets 
are Regal (1876), Austerli'tz (1877), Empress (1880), 
and Lutteur III. (I!t09). The la-st of this band 
was doubtless the last-nameil, which liacl a bril- 
liant career in France, and won in irri'iiroach- 
ahle style at the first time of going over the 
course, much of the iredit of his victor.v being 
line to the skilful handling of hi.s joeke.v, I’ar- 
freiKcnl. who, like his mount, was making a first 
acquaintance with the tr.ving -\intree track. Lul- 
teur 111., is the onl.v French-bred horse to win 
.the race, though others had made the attempt 
j.reviously, and as his owner, M. James Hennessy, 
is one of the most lilieral jiatrons of cross-country 
sjMirt in France, and he had many backers on this 
side of the Ghannel, the triumidi was a popular 
one. The bou of iSt. Duiuieu uguiil tried hla luck 



in the race in 1911, and was well backed with 
171 iKiunds up, but he was one of a field of twenty- 
six of which only four finished, and he was not 
one of the four. The race was a chapter of ac- 
cidents, and Glenside won by twenty lengths. 

Gross-country sport does not, unfortunately, in 
these days enjoy the active support of so many in- 
fluential' patrons of racing as was once the case, 
but the honored name of Lord Coventry is still 
associated with it. Many present- time race goers 
were not born when he won the Grand National with 
the sisters. Emblem and Emblematic, so far back 
as 1863 and 1864. and since that period his colors 
have been carried by some good horses. He had a 
promising jumper in Chimney Sweep just after the 
time of Emblematic, which was much fancied for 
the Grand National won by The Lamb in 1868. He 
started favorite, but fell, broke his leg and was de- 
stroyed. In recent years his lordship owned a prom- 
ising cross-country jierformer named Belus, of which 
much was hoped, but he proved a failure when 
asked to stay and did nothing of any great note. 
It is almost too much to expect that another Em- 
blem or Emblematic will be found to carry the 
“brown, blue cap,” but. were it so to happen, it 
would be a fitting pendant to distinctions that came 
in earlier years. — Ixmdon Sportsman.
